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THE SECOND NATIONAL CONVENTION 


After consulting several members of the National Council and other inter- 
ested Pj Kappa Delta members, the National President has decided to call 
the National Convention at Ottawa University, Ottawa, Kansas, April 4, 5 
and 6. The opening session will convene at 2 o'clock Thursday afternoon, 
April 4. That evening the University of Redlands and Ottawa University 
will meet in debate. The question will be the one used in the Kansas col- 
lege pentangular—Responsible Cabinet for the United States, Friday will 
be given to convention work, and the evening for social pastime. The work 
of the convention will be concluded Saturday and the final social gathering 
will be held that evening. The next issue of the Forensic, which will come 
out socn, will carry a program as far as a program can be made out ahead of 
ume, 

Many members of Pi Kappa Delta have thought that the National Conven- 
tion should be given up on account of the war and held next year or later. 

The argument against this attitude is that we are all having debates this 
year, and are able to keep forensics going. If the war goes on this will be 
increasingly difficult next year. If we have the Convention this year it will 
help us to keep the organization prospering next year’ in spite of the war. 
lt will give us pep. If we do not have the convention the war May put us in 
such bad shape that we shall not weather next year very well. We have no 
guarantee that the war is going to end within a year. If we had such a guar- 
antee, we might put off the convention. However, everything considered, 
it seems wise to use the conventicn as a stimulus to increased efficiency, 
and as an aid to get us safely through the war intact as an organization. 

Moreover President Wilson has impressed it upon college men and women 
that their duty is to do better than ever the usual task that the country may 
have well trained men for the period of reconstruction which is coming. Pi 
Kappa Delta’s work in encouraging forensics and the training of speakers, 
although perhaps a limited work in college life, is beyond doubt jmportant. 
Let us stay on the job. Let us make the fellows who have gone to the front 
feel that we are not going to let the things they were working for lapse and 
go into the discard. The Pi Kappa Delta men in the war want Pi Kappa 
Delta to go on. They have told the Editor so—several of them. Let us do 
our bit for the convention. 

Every chapter should be represented by a delegate or by a proxy, or should 
send a message to the convention, Redlands and Colorado Aggy delegates 
will be there. Undoubtedly all of the Kansas chapters will be represented. 
lt is to be hoped that South Dakota, Iowa and Oklahoma will be represented. 
if each chapter can not be represented by a delegate—two or three chapters 
might unite their funds and send one delegate to represent the state. At 
another convention this might be done again, and the delegate awarded to 
the chapter which did not have a representative at the previous conven- 
tion. By taking turns in this way the state will always be represented and 
each chapter will have a part in each convention. The advantage of a state 
organization is manifest here. 

It jis particularly appropriate that Ottawa, our first chapter, should enter- 
tain the convention, The Kansas Colleges know that Ottawa is an excel- 
lent host, and that a great time is coming at the convention. If there is 
any possible way for your chapter to be represented find it. Yours for a 
great convention.

Extract from Letter from Alfred Westfall, Colorado Agricultural College 


“On the fifteenth (February) we had a girls’ debate with Greeley. We 
invited the Greeley P. K. D. to come over, that is, those who will be P, K. D. 
as soon as they are admitted. Three came with the debaters, so that we 
had five from there. We had a banquet before the debate. Nine from our 
chapter were there. (I am counting our pledges for this year.) The three 
judges for the debate were there, and the president of the college and his 
wife. We had twenty at the table in all. After the dinner there was a short 
speech of welcome to the Greeley people by the president of our local chap- 
ter, Mr. Foard. Miss Demke of Greeley responded. . It was a very enjoy- 
able affair. There is a very good spirit between the institutions and Pi 
Kappa Delta is fostering it. 

The Greeley people are enthusiastic about the chapter. They are hoping 
that final action will be taken soon. If you asked them to, I believe they 
would send a representative to the national convention in April.

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WHAT DO YOU KNOW ABOUT THIS? 





Franklin College may have a chapter of Pi Kappa Delta—the national 
forensic fraternity, if certain plens which are now being formulated mature. 
It is the intention of a certain Franklin College professor to launch a move- 
ment which will culminate in a P. K. D. chapter being installed in Frank 
lin. Details of the proposition have not been given cut as yet, and uwniil 
everything has been carefully planned, no definite information will be given 
out. 

It will be necessary in order to establish a chapter of this national for 
ensie fraternity here that a local organization be perfected and then this 
Iceal organization will have to petition for the granting of a charter from 
the next national convention of the Pi Kappa Delta, which will be held at 
Ottawa sometime in March. 

As to how this local organization will be perfected, nothing definite has 
been decided. In the first place, since the nations! forensic fraternity is to 
be petitioned the local organization will necessarily be composed of men 
alone. These men will probably be selected from the two literary societies, 
either by tryouts or through selection. As soon as the local organization 
is started, the next thing which must be acccmplished is to do things which 
will clearly demonstrate to the petitioned body that the organization at 
Franklin College is a live wire, and if this is sufficiently demonstrated the 
charter will be forthcoming. 

The president of the national organization of Pi Kappa Delta is Professor 
Egbert Ray Nichols, a former Franklin College man, who is now coach of 
the Redlands, California, College debating teams. Professor Nichols who is 
one of the founders of the national fraternity, has been president since it 
was founded at Ottawa university in 1909. While in Franklin Professor 
Nichols was noted as a debater and orator, having represented the college 
in the state contests of 1904-1905 and 1906-1907.—From the Franklin Repub- 
lican, clipped from The Franklin College Paper. 


As Franklin 
has had no inter-collegiate debating for years, the article above is an abso- 
lute surprise.

Nov. 17, 1917—K. S. A. C. vs. Ames (Ia.), both affirmative teams won 
unanimously. 

Dec., 1917—K. S. A. C.-Washburn-Ottawa University Girls’ Triangular. 
Affirmative won in each debate. 

Feb. 15, 1918—University of Redlands won both ends of triangular with 
Whittier College and University of Southern California Law School. One 
decision two to one, the other unanimous, Conscription of labor. 

March 1, with the same subject, Redlands won again from U. S. C. Law, 
but lost to Whittier. Three victories out of four chances gives Redlands 
the championship of the league this year.
